To the Citize?is of the Town of Cumberland: 

Your Overseers would submit the following report: We 
commenced the year with the following persons receiv- 
ing aid or support from the town: Ohvq Titcomb, Mary 
A. Cowdrey, Olive Jane Field, W. Emery Gould and Willie 
Morton, at the Town Farm. Willie Morton has been 
adopted by Robert Goodenow and wife, and will be no more 
expense. Mrs. M. M. Cowdrey died at the Town Farm 
March 23d, 1897. Mrs. Olive J. Field died at the tarm 
March 25th, 1897. The inmates at the present time are 
Olive Titcomb and W. E. Gould. October 30th, James H. 
Cobb was moved from the town of Harpswell to Cumber- 
land. Mrs. Mary J. Pride, his sister, moved him to her 
home in Westbrook, Nov. 5th, 1897, where he now is, at the 
expense of Cumberland. We have paid Capt. Geo. H. Mat- 
thews for moving J. H. Cobb, $10 00; H. C. Hanson, M. D„ 
and Feles, M. D., consultation on J. H. Cobb, $10 00, S. S.

Report of Schools. 



Citizens of Cumberland'. 

In presenting this report, I realize how indispensable it 
is for a person to have experience in order to superintend a 
set of schools as it should be done. The custom, which 
we have practiced of late, of changing our superintendent 
every year or two and selecting a man not accustomed to 
the work, I believe is a gieat mistake. No definite plans 
can be put into execution, and no material progress made 
in our schools, so long as we adhere to this method. Con- 
sidering this fact, I would recommend most earnestly that 
we take advantage of the new State law which gives us the 
privilege of uniting with other towns for the purpose of em- 
ploying a Superintendent of Schools. By so doing we can 
get a man who understands the business and who will give 
his whole time to the work. 

I shall not in this report give an account of the work 
done by each individual teacher; but I believe that without 
exception, all have tried hard to lead the pupils along step 
by step, teaching them not only the bare facts which are 
needful for an education, but stimulating in each, the 
power to reason for themselves, inspiring them with a desire 
for knowledge and to develop such manly and womanly 
characters as shall make their lives a pleasure to themselves 
and useful to others. Of course all have not succeeded 
equally well; some have put more energy and enthusiasm 
into their work than others; some have more natural tact to 
control or skill to instruct than others, but the corps of 
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teachers employed during the past year, and especially for 
the Winter term have done exceptionally good work. 

I wish that in some way, the parents could be brought 
to realize that their attitude toward the school has a 
vast deal to do with its prosperity. Never in the presence 
of your children criticise a teacher's methods, and do not do 
so at all until you have first investigated the matter. Never 
send a threatening note to the teacher by your own chil- 
dren. Never take a child out of a school for what you con- 
sider unjust punishment without knowing both sides of the 
case. If you wish other methods used go to the teacher or 
superintendent and talk the matter over in a friendly way. 
You will find that your grievance is either groundless, or 
that it can be settled satisfactorily. 

The pupils at Bates' Island have been attending school 
at Chebeague. An offer was made for the transportation of 
those on Hope Island to Chebeague, but it was not taken 
advantage of. No. 1 on the Main was suspended for the 
Fall and Winter terms, and the pupils taken to No. 2, 
where they had excellent privileges. The Winter term at 
No. 5 was nearly broken up by measels, and the attendance 
at all of the schools for this term was greatly effected by 
the storms and deep snow. No very extensive repairs have 
been made on the school houses during the year, but I 
would recommend for next year that several of the build- 
ings be painted, that some papering be done, and that a 
woodshed be built at No. 9. 

At the close of the Winter term of school an account 
was taken of the school books owned by the town. I find 
there are about 1700 serviceable books, consisting of 80 dif- 
ferent kinds. In addition to this there are about BOO which 
are considered worthless, and the most of these should be 
burned before the Spring term commences. 

The teachers at Greely Institute have done a very suc- 
cessful year's work. Considering some difficulties with 
which this school has to contend, the pupils have made good 
advancement. I hope that the time is not far distant when, 
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either by common consent, or by legislation, pupils will be 
required to pass an examination before entering the Insti- 
tute. I regret very much that for several years, writing has 
not been taught in this school. This, I think, is neglecting 
a very essential part of the preparation of the pupils for a 
successful life. 

Jan. 14th a Teacher's Institute was held at Institute 
Hall, Cumberland Center. The teachers and all others in- 
terested in the three towns of Falmouth, Gray and North 
Yarmouth were invited to join us. 

Hon. W. W. Stetson, State Supt. and Prof. Corthell of 
Gorham Normal School, were present. The valuable sug- 
gestions of these two veteran school workers so ably pre- 
sented, together with the papers read, the questions and 
answers of the teachers present, made the meeting exceed- 
ingly interesting and helpful. Undoubtedly many valuable 
points were carried away to be put into practice in our 
schools. A permanent organization was formed, compris- 
ing the four towns of Falmouth, Gray, North Yarmouth an4 
Cumberland, called the Union Teachers' Association. Four 
meetings each year are to be held; by this means each 
teacher will get the benefit of the experience of all the 
other teacher. This I think is a step in the right direction, 
and much improvement ought to be derived from the 
organization. 

In closing I would say whatever action we take in re- 
gard to the management of our schools, let us remember 
that we are planning not only for the welfare of the chil- 
dren of the present day, but that we are actually moulding 
the intellect and character of the future generation. With 
this in mind let us drop all party feeling and prejudice and 
use our best judgment.

Scriool Report. 

Cttizens of Cumberland : 

It gives me great pleasure to report a successful year in 
our schools. A part of the Winter term was badly broken 
up by sickness among the pupils; but aside from this the 
attendance has been good, and excellent work has been 
done. During the Spring term eight schools were in ses- 
sion nine weeks. The same schools were kept ten weeks in 
the Fall, and in the Winter nine schools were in session 
nine weeks. 

Some new features have been introduced which have 
added to the interest of both teachers and pupils. At the 
commencement of the year the New Franklin Arithmetic 
was put into all of the schools. They were received with 
much satisfaction, and good work has been done in this 
branch of study. 

It was with a great deal of hesitation that vertical writing 
was introduced' into the schools, but the result has been all 
that we could ask for. If unbelievers in this style of writing 
would visit our schools and take note of the improvement 
which has been made in writing, they must surely be con- 
vinced that vertical writing has been a success. 

The following books have been tried in a part of the 
schools to ascertain their merits: "New Franklin Primary 
Arithmetic/' Hyde's Practical Lessons in the Use of 
English," and Miss Arnold's Readers (Stepping Stones to 
Literature). Judging from the results gained and from the 
he irty endorsement of teachers after a fair trial, I would 
recommend their adoption as fast as books in these lines of 
study are needed. 
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A few copies of the supplementary reader entitled "Uncle 
Sam's Secrets" have been purchased and taken from school 
to school. This book is well adapted to give the pupils an 
idea of the workings of our government in its various 
departments in an interesting way which the children can 
understand. 

The experiment of teaching music has been tried in two 
of our schools, and so good progress has been made in the 
art of singing that I feel justified in expressing the wish 
that a special instructor in music might be added to our 
corps of teachers, who shall give one or two lessons per 
week to every school in town. Music is elevating and 
refining to character, and, although many of the children 
cannot learn to sing, this plan would tend to develop all the 
musical ability which there is in our schools. 

At our last annuaLmeeting money was raised to equip our 
school houses with modern adjustable desks. Your com- 
mittee, after much correspondence and negotiation, decided 
upon the goods offered by the Chandler Desk Co. These 
desks, together with the repairs which have been made 
during the year, make our school rooms very attractive and 
comfortable. 

The following improvement (not including incidental 
repairs) have been made on our school buildings during the 
year : 

No, 1— Painted. 

No. 2 — Painted and reseated. 

No. 3 — Painted, papered, reseated and walls sheathed to a 
height of six feet from the floor. 

No. 4 — Painted and reseated. 

No. 5 — Shingled and reseated. 

No. 7 — Painted, papered and reseated. 

No. 9— Woodshed built. 

Greely Institute has been hampered as usual by the pupils 
who are not prepared to take up high school work. I feel 
certain that the time has come when the preparatory class 
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should be dropped from this school The work which 
belongs to the common schools should be done by the 
common schools, regardless of the age of the pupils. The 
work of the teachers at Greely Institute should be on high 
school studies only. This, I believe, to be in accordance 
with the will of the Hon. Eliphalet Greely, is tor the best 
interests of the Institute, and is a change much desiied by 
all who are working for the improvement of our High 
school. 

In closing I wish to urge upon the parents, as has been 
done so many times before, to keep in touch with their par- 
ticular school and its teacher. I have been surprised that so 
few parents ever go inside the school-room, except on some 
special occasion at the close of the term. This is unjust to 
the pupil as well as the teacher, and cannot fail to lower the 
standard of the school from what it might otherwise be.

We took 
an inventory of all stock, produce, farming tools, etc., at 
the farm February 20, 1900, a schedule of which may be 
seen at the office. We estimate the same to be worth $815.30

Report of Trustees of Greelj Institute. 

The Trustees and Mr. P. F. Williams, the Principal of 
the Institute, presented a bill to the last Legislature, ask- 
ing for a special appropriation for Grcely Institute. The 
bill was favorably reported by the Committee on Education, 
allowing the sum of $200, annually, for a term of two years, 
in aid of said Institution, upon the express condition that 
the Trustees of said Institution shall maintain and keep in 
operation, for at least thirty-six weeks per year, a school, 
equal in rank and grade of teaching with a first-class acad- 
emy, and that if in the opinion of the Governor and council, 
said Institution shall fail to fulfill this condition, the3 r may 
at their discretion, withhold the appropriation herein 
granted. We accepted the conditions on our own respon- 
sibility, and have carried them out thus far for your ap- 
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proval, or rejection, and have inserted an article in the 
warrant to that effect. Had we 'not carried out the condi- 
tions of the bill, we should have lost the $200, and the 
$250 State aid as well. 

We consulted with Mr. O. R. Sturdivant, Supt. of 
Schools, who arranged a course of study, which was neces- 
sary for the required examination of all pupils entering the 
free High School. The Supt. has examined all pupils who 
have entered the school the present year. 

We are deeply indebted to Mr. P. F. Williams, Princi- 
pal, Senator E. C. Reynolds, of South Portland, and also 
to Representative J. M. Brown, for their efforts in behalf 
of the Institution. 

The spring term commenced March 6th, and closed May 
14th. P. F. Williams, Principal, Miss Mary A. Hewens 
and Miss Rita Wilson, Assistants. 

The fall term commenced August 29th, and closed Nov. 
17th. Everett Peacock, Principal, Miss Mary A. Hewens 
and Miss Rita Wilson, Assistants. 

The winter term commenced Dec. 3d, closed Feb. 23d. 
With the same teachers, spiing term will commence.

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SCHOOL REPORT. 



To the Citizen* of Cumberland: — 

The work accomplished in our schools the past year 
compares favorably with that of previous years. 

When we take into consideration the decrease in the 
number of persons drawing school money, which in 1894 
was 485 and the past year only 428, the attendance has 
been good. 

The pupils have generally been interested in their studies, 
made good progress and have, I think, improved very much 
in their deportment. 

The school-rooms and books have been well cared for by 
the teachers. Many of the rooms have been made attrac- 
tive by the addition of pictures and other useful and 
ornamental articles. 

Miss Loring and the pupils of jS t o. 3, by giving a school 
entertainment, raised money enough to purchase an en- 
cyclopedia and several other books to start a school library 
at school No. 3. 

In three of our schools the same teacher has been 
retained for the year, and in the other, changes have been 
made that seemed best for the different schools. All the 
teachers have done good work and most of them have done 
all that could be done for the advancement of your children. 
While in my judgment, the past school year has been 
profitable to the pupils, I think your schools will not be 
what they should be until the parents take more interest in 
them. Where parents visit the schools often, see what 
their children are doing, inquire into the methods of the 
teacher and, if they observe faults in the management of the 
schools, speak pleasantly to the teachers about them, the 
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schools are of a much higher grade than they are where the 
^parents persist in condemning the management of the 
schools without ascertaining the facts in regard to them. 

Your committee have made extensive repairs on buildings 
No. 4 and 9, have shingled one side of the roof of build- 
ings No. 2 and 7 and have made many minor repairs on the 
other buildings. 

New readers and geographies have been introduced into 
all the schools in exchange for those which had been used 
many years. The Baldwin's Keaders introduced, are an 
Eighth Grade Series and are arranged so as to give the 
pupils a change of books every year from the time they 
enter school until thirteen years of age ; they contain read- 
ing matter on nature, history and literature. The Eedway 
& Hinman's Natural Geographies are a well bound, up to 
date book and contain much useful information not found 
in those used in the past. Many of the old text books 
which were worn out and useless have been replaced by 
new books. 

The study of physiology has been taken up in all the 
schools. 

After some correspondence and consultation with 
Llewellyn Barton Esq., I arranged to board three of the 
pupils of Hope Island, on Chebeague, so that they could 
attend school No. 8. At the close of the fall term, the 
committee directed me not to pay board for any pupil over 
eighteen years of age, and as one of the pupils from both 
Bates and Hope Island were included in this order, I have 
paid board for only three pupils from each of those Islands 
the past winter term. 

Mr. Osgood wished me to say that if the town would 
open school No. 10, he would give the teacher her board. 
This matter may be worth your consideration. The large 
sums of money which had been paid out for board and con- 
veyance of pupils living remote from any school building, 
caused the committee to direct me, at the close of the fall 
term, not to pay for the conveyance of any pupils on the 
mainland for the. winter term.

I have visited your high school, as the law directs, and I 
am very glad to note a great improvement, both in recita- 
tions and deportment. I am convinced that if the present 
corps of teachers had your support, this school would be 
one of the best in the State. At my last visit, the principal 
informed me that only one parent had visited the school 
while it had been in his charge. Now you must be greatly 
interested in the education of your children when you allow 
two terms of this school to pass without your visiting it- 
You should visit the school and give the teachers and 
pupils the inspiration of your presence, for if they know 
that you may be expected to visit them, they will endeavor 
to be more perfect in their recitations and conduct. It 
rests with you to say what the rating of this school shall 
be. 

By di lection of the State Superintendent, and advice and 
approval of the trustees, all pupils who have entered this 
school the present year, have passed a satisfactory examina- 
tion, showing that they possess scholastic attainments 
sufficient to allow them to enter any free high school. 

You should at your annual meeting direct your trustees 
what course they should pursue in this matter in the future, 
as you cannot expect to receive any aid from the State, as 
a free high school, unless you comply with the law in this 
regard. You will receive from the State, the present school 
year, $450 in aid of this school. Shall we raise the stand- 
ard of admission and so help raise the standard of the 
school : 

My thanks are due to the members of the committee for 
their support and courtesy to me at all times. Much credit 
should be given them for the propriety and advancement of 
our schools the past year. 

I think your committee, the coming year, will need the 
sum of three hundred dollars for repairs, and two hundred 
dollars for books.

We, the Selectmen, Assessors, Overseers of the Poor, 
Treasurer, Clerk and Superintendent of Schools, herewith 
submit the following annual report for the municipal year 
ending February 16, 1901, showing receipts and expendi- 
tures. 

The total amount of property as valued by the Assessors, 
as shown by the valuation for the year 1900, real and per- 
sonal, is $691,030.

D. L. Blanchard, Town Clerk. 
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School Report. 



To the Citizens of the Town of Cumberland: 

I trust your schools through town the past year have 
averaged as good as in former years. My ignorance of 
your former school work, however, precludes comparison 
and judgment. 

I was elected last November to fill a vacancy caused by 
the enforced resignation of Mrs. True ; since then I have 
not done much acting, but I have done some thinking. 
With the conditions found as a basis, I am going to mix 
suggestions for future consideration, without hope of re- 
ward or fear of punishment. 

My duties began with visiting the schools at the close of 
the fall terms ; on the whole, they were satisfactory. A 
little irregularity was found in No. 9 grammar, which came 
naturally enough (Miss Dyer, although a lady, being small), 
also some trouble in No. 2, to which I shall refer later. 
These appeared to be the only views that marred the seren- 
ity of the scene. 

WINTER TERM. 

No. 1. This school is legally and commonsensibly too 
small. It would seem advisable to unite it with No. 2 the 
coming year. 

No. 2. Both fall and winter teachers had trouble; in 
neither case was it considered mainly the fault of the 
teacher. Home influence affects schools the most of any 
known thing. It is too much to expect of a teacher that 
she shall smooth away family feuds of years standing. The

next teacher in No. 2 should be a disciplinarian of tried 
experience and, if necessary, she should be aided in her 
efforts to secure order. An unfortunate condition of 
affairs holds here. It was not thought best to ventilate the 
matter this term. 

No. 4. The teacher seemed faithful, but the parents did 
not seem to take interest enough to prevent irregularity of 
attendance. 

No. 5. With a larger attendance this school would have 
pleased me well. The teacher did good, faithful work. 

No. 7. This school is one of the best in town ; small, but 
good. I enjoyed the feeling of the air there. 

No, 8. Miss Cragin did all that could reasonably be ex- 
pected. However, the irregularity of attendance indicates 
that fatal disease — lack of interest in parents. La grippe 
and snow marred the work of the last week. 

No. 9. This district w T as very fortunate to secure for the 
winter the services of Mr. Whitcomb, and although the 
attendance of the school has been decreased by measles, 
scarlet fever, slack parents, etc., etc., the winter school 
has helped some pupils. 

Miss Hamilton knows how to use little folks; she is a 
natural piimary teacher. 

The Institute has had a very small attendance this year, 
about fifty. If it is the fault of the principal and assistants, 
they should be supplemented by better ones, but if it is the 
fault of the parents in not sending their children there, that 
should be remedied. 

To make this school what it ought to be, the people of 
the town will have to patronize it as other towns do their 
high schools, and study hours in the homes must be en- 
forced. Eemedy these two evils and you will start your 
high school on the road to prosperity. I wish the people 
of the town would visit the school to see how it is going. 

The examination for entrance to the Institute the coming 
fall should be in : arithmetic, to cube root ; practical geo- 
graphy, completed; physiology, completed; language, 
through letter writing and parts of speech. 
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I wish it might be taken in the Institute, on the Satur- 
day succeeding the graduation, at 9 a. m. 

Your schools should be better/ The place to start from 
to make them better is to enforce the truant law ; a thing I 
have not done, I confess. 

That very wise and humane law provides, with some 
exceptions, that " every child between the ages of seven 
and fifteen (inclusive) shall attend some public day school 
during the time such school is in session." The penalty to 
the parent or guardian is a fine of $25, or imprisonment for 
thirty days. I hope the next superintendent will try to 
enforce the above law. 

The next move after getting the pupils in school should 
be to have them taught systematically, so that they may 
know when they have completed the common school work. 

These things, at least, should be attended to. Your 
children are worthy of it ; the State requires it and the 
times demand it.

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SCHOOL REPORT. 



To the Citizens of Cumberland : 

The schools of our town have been quite successful the 
past year, and the progress of the pupils has been steady 
and thorough. 

The attendance of pupils has been good in all schools ex- 
cept No. 8, where it has been very irregular. Most of 
those who have not been regular ^ attendants are outside 
of the compulsory law, their parents are not interested in 
their children's education, and do not seem to care if they 
do not attend school more than one or two days in the 
week. I know of no remedy without the help of the par- 
ents. 

Fifteen pupils from the elementary schools of our town, 
and six from other towns, passed the required examination 
and were given certificates enabling them to enter the free 
high school. Of the pupils examined, those of our town- 
showed the most thorough and careful preparation, 

The teachers have been interested in their respective 
schools and faithful in the performance of their duties* 
Two of them, for good reasons, left their schools during a 
term ; their places were filled by others, who, I think, did 
very good work. 

Of the five teachers who are residents of Cumberland, I 
wish to say that I consider them among the best teachers I 
ever employed, and I take pleasure in recommending the 
entire corps of our winter teachers to the consideration of 



33 

the committee the coming year, as worthy of their patron- 
age. They have kept their rooms neat, made them attract- 
ive, and looked carefully after the needs of the children. 

At the commencement of the year, I found many of the 
books in bad shape and unfit for use ; these were replaced 
with new ones and others have been furnished as the schools 
required. 

No changes have been made in text books, and no new 
ones introduced. The repairs upon the buildings have been 
of a minor character except in Nos. 4 and 8. A new chim- 
ney has been built at the former and the latter has been 
painted. 

I would call the attention of the committee for the com- 
ing year to building No. 2, which needs a new chimney, and 
its walls should be sheathed, as the plastering is loose and 
shaky. 

Nos. 4 and 5 need painting. 

The primary room at No. 9 is unfit for that purpose and 
should be enlarged or used as a recitation room only. 



FREE HIGH SCHOOL. 

I have visited this school and it has been furnished with 
the necessary text books. The average attendance the past 
year has been about forty-five ; of these six ^xeve tuition 
students. 

The present teachers seem interested in their work, and 
are doing as good work as we can expect under the existing 
conditions : but it is a small school for the amount of money 
annually expended. 

That the attendance of this school has greatly diminished 
the past few years must be acknowledged. The reason 
may admit of argument; my own views are that too fre- 
quent changes of the principal must have a tendency to de- 
crease the attendance of any school, and I would suggest 



that the best teacher to be obtained, be placed in charge of 
this school, and then retained until the school becomes the 
equal of any secondary school in the State. 

We like to place our children under the care and influence 
of teachers whose reputation is established, and whose 
moral worth is well known in our community. While new 
teachers may be as worthy of our confidence, still, we are 
prone to patronize those of whose worth we have an actual 
knowledge. 

One of the most encouraging things in our schools, the 
past year, has been the increase in the number of visits of 
parents and friends of pupils ; the effect upon both teach- 
ers and pupils of these visits has been very noticeable. 

In conclusion, I ask of you all to take more interest in 
our common schools, for they are the keystone of the arch 
upon which the safety of our free institutions rest.

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SCHOOL REPORT. 



To the Citizens of Cumberland : 

The schools of our town for the past year have been 
quite successful considering that the attendance has been 
broken by the epidemic of coughs, colds, chicken pox, etc. 
The children who have been regular in their attendance 
have made good progress in their studies, and I think are 
as far advanced as any in our section of the State of the 
same age. 

The teachers have been interested in their work and have 
performed their duties in a very creditable manner. They 
have kept their school-rooms neat and have tried to make 
them attractive to the pupils. In two of the schools the 
pupils and teachers have, by the addition of pictures, made 
their rooms very pretty. 

If the teacher had had the co-operation of the parents, 
the results in some of the schools would have been more 
satisfactory. Pupils should be sent to school clean and 
dressed neatly, and be given to understand by their parents 
that they are to help and not hinder the work in the school- 
room. 

More money has been used for text books than I antici- 
pated, as quite a large number have been purchased for the 
Greely Institute and the high school on Chebeague. 

The repairs have been of a light character, except those 
made on Nos. 2 and 3, which buildings have had quite ex- 
tensive repairs in the way of interior sheathing on the walls 
of No. 2, and the walls and ceiling of No. 3. Your school 
buildings will need some repairs the coming year, and I 
think your committee should have a reasonable amount to 
expend for repairs. 

GREELY INSTITUTE. 
The average attendance of this school for the past two 
terms has been about forty ; six pupils pay tuition, leaving 
an average attendance of about thirty-five resident pupils. 
The principal and assistant seem to be interested in their 
work. The class of 1903 will be the largest for some 
years, and an examination of the rank book shows their 
rank for the first three years of the course to be very high, 
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very fine work must have been done to obtain such rank. 
I think thei'e should be only two courses of study, a Col- 
lege Preparatory and an English or Scientific, and every 
pupil should take one of these courses and keep to it. 
The allowing of pupils to take or drop a study when they 
please or to stay out of school a week or a term as they 
like and yet return to their place in the class is an injury 
to any school. It will be only by the united efforts of par- 
ents, pupils, teachers and trustees that this school can have 
the character and reputation its friends wish. See to it 
that each does all in his power to advance the name and 
standing of this school. Teachers may have their faults, 
yet they cannot do every thing that goes to make a good 
school. One of the foremost educators of our country, in 
an address delivered a short time since says, that the suc- 
cess of any school depends largely upon the parents of the 
attending pupils. 

CHEBEAGUE HIGH SCHOOL. 

This school was opened last April with an attendance of 
twenty-seven pupils. One returned to the common school 
and one left the Island, so that the whole attendance for the 
year was twenty-five, with an average atttendance of twenty- 
three. 

The studies taken have been Arithmetic, Algebra, Gen- 
eral and U. S. History, Latin, English, Physical Geogra- 
phy, Civil Government and advanced Physiology. The 
work accomplished in the twenty-seven weeks the school 
was open was very good, the students obtaining very high 
rank in their recitations and deportment. The discipline 
in the school was almost perfect, each pupil seeming to try 
to excel the others. In selecting teachers the committee 
were very fortunate in obtaining young men of high moral 
character and fine scholarship, who were used to hard work 
in the school-room and willing and able to do a great deal 
of it. Their efforts, seconded as they were by the pupils 
and their parents, made the school a success. I trust the 
town will see fit to raise a sum sufficient to maintain the 
school the coming year for at least thirty weeks. The ob- 
ject is a most worthy one opening, as it does, to the young 
men and women of this place an opportunity to obtain an 
education which will give them an equal chance in the 
struggle of life with the young men and women of more 
favored localities. 
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In conclusion, I would urge upon parents the need of 
impressing upon their children the value of a good educa- 
tion and the necessity of constant and regular attendance at 
school. See that they are prepared for their work of the 
day with clean hands, faces and clothes. Talk with them 
about their school work, show them that you are interested 
in their work. Visit your school often, try to do all that 
you can to make the school pleasant to the teacher, and 
better results will be the reward of your efforts.

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SCHOOL REPORT. 



To the Citizens of Cumberland : — 

Our schools have been quite successful the past year. 
No attempt toward rapid or phenomenal advancement has 
been made ; what has been accomplished has been of a 
thorough character; as both teacher and pupil realize that 
the test of term examinations discloses all subterfuge. 

I think the progress has been as good as any year of the 
past decade. The pupils are anxious to finish their common 
school work and enter the high school as soon as possible 
and this desire is very pleasing to both teacher and super- 
intendent, who are constantly trying to show the pupils the 
need of a higher education, if they wish to take a prom- 
inent part in the affairs of life. 

The conditions have improved very much in two ways : 
first, the school rooms are being constantly made more 
attractive by the addition of pictures, furniture and other 
articles in which the children take just pride and they are 
all trying to do and are doing better work ; another favor-' 
able feature is the increased interest shown by citizens, not 
only parents but by those who have no children in the 
schools. They visit more often than formerly and are 
showing in various ways that the schools are receiving their 
attention. 

I think seventy-five per cent, of the children now in our 
common schools would be high school graduates of the 
future, if the parents would only think for a moment of 
their children's position in the world with the advantages 
of a high school education. 
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ATTENDANCE. 

The attendance has been the best for some years. The 
total average being sixty-eight more than the previous 
year. There has been but one case of truancy proper, 
although there have been several cases of frequent and con- 
tinued absence of pupils, which can be easily traced to 
parents, who are ready on any slight pretext to keep their 
children away from school. 

I hope that these cases and three others of a different 
nature will receive proper attention at the opening of the 
spring term. 

TEXT BOOKS. 
We have been obliged to purchase many new books, 
some to replace worn and useless ones, some for supple- 
mentary work and many new ones for the Institute and 
Island High School. New Civics and Physiologies have 
been placed in the former and Physics, Latin Grammars 
and Cresars in the latter school. The committee have 
adopted the Spencerian system of slant handwriting in place 
of the vertical system. 

REPAIRS. 

The repairs have been mostly of a light nature. The 
committee simply seeing to keeping everything in a good 
condition. A much needed outbuilding has been erected at 
No. 7. I think that a suitable lot of land should be pur- 
chased and properly fenced at this building and also at No. 
5, for a school yard. 

Also that a small sum of money should be used each year 
in grading the yards about the entrance to all school build- 
ings, as many of the steps are high for the small children. 
And I also think it would.be a good plan to name the differ- 
ent schools for authors or public men. 

Your buildings are now in good condition excepting No. 
9, which needs new seats and desks before the opening of 
the spring term, as those now in this building are a dis- 
grace to the town. 
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TEACHERS. 

Of the ten teachers employed in the common schools, 
seven are residents of Cumberland and former students at 
the Institute. Very creditable work has been done by all 
of them and I think they did as well as they could under 
the existing circumstances. While I believe it to be our 
duty to a certain extent to employ graduates of our own 
high schools and give them a chance to begin their work at 
home, I am forced to the conclusion that strangers more 
often give satisfaction. Home teachers often labor under 
the disadvantage of being acquainted with their pupils and 
this at times tends to lessen the respect which pupils 
should have for their teachers. 

I advise the retention of Miss Farwell and Miss Crickett 
in the schools taught by them the past term as both have 
done very good work. 

The three non-resident teachers, Miss Humphrey, Miss 
Haskell and Miss Green, have been faithful and efficient 
teachers, and have done excellent work in their respective 
schools ; their schools have made the best showing of any 
for the year and proving conclusively that no time has been 
wasted. I believe it is for the best interest of their schools 
to retain these teachers the coming year as it is from these 
schools that most of the entering class for the high school 
will come next year. 



ISLAND HIGH SCHOOL.. 

The work of this school has been very satisfactory. The 
attendance has been good and the pupils interested. 

The teachers have done as well as could be expected. As 
there are practically three classes in this school, not as much 
time can be given to the different classes as is necessary. 
This school contains some very fine scholars for their oppor- 
tunities and I think should be maintained long enough at 
least to graduate the first class. It is an experiment but I 
am satisfied it is a success. 
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The students are deserving of much praise for their fine 
deportment and attention to studies. The appropriation 
for this school was overdrawn, for the reason that we wished 
the terms to be ten weeks in length, and I assumed the cost 
of fuel to be the same as the previous year ; but owing to 
the extreme weather it was nearly doubled, and I did not 
know of it until too late to shorten the term, as the com- 
mittee furnished the fuel while I employed the teacher. 



GREELY INSTITUTE. 

This school has been under the care of Prof. C. W. Pierce, 
since the opening of the fall term and I am pleased to report 
a marked improvement both in deportment and recitations. 
A frequent visitor for the past few years hardly recognizes 
in the quiet business like room of to-day the school of one 
year ago. The listless idle student is not in evidence and 
it is a pleasure to listen to the recitations. 

Prof. Pierce is ably assisted by Mrs. Helen W. Davis, 
whom I regard as one of the best teachers ever in this 
school. She possesses in a rare degree the facalty of imbu- 
ing her pupils with a desire to do their best at all times. 
In recitations she requires facts, no guess work is accepted. 
Mrs. Davis uses no sophistry or sarcasm and fortunate is 
the young man or women who is brought under the influ- 
ence of her precept and example, for it will mean much to 
their future character. 

This school is now on the upward trend ; let us do all we 
can to aid and support the present faculty in their good 
work. All of us are not doing this at present. Mrs. 
Davis informed me at my last visit, that only two parents 
had visited the school during the regular working hours, since 
she had been a teacher there. This is not right, this school 
needs your frequent presence and encouragement. I can 
assure you of a warm welcome, you will be made to feel at 
home ; both teachers and students trying to make your visit 
pleasant. The attendance the past term has been fifty-five, 
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eleven of whom have been tuition students. This increase 
must be pleasing to all. 

Your schools are now in as good condition regarding dis- 
cipline and standing in studies as any in the county. Your 
high schools are both doing a grand work and they receive 
their recruits from the common schools. Your committee 
should have sufficient money to enable them to give the 
common schools at least thirty-three weeks of school. This 
can easily be done by raising one dollar for each inhabitant 
instead of the eighty cents required by law. I believe it is 
your duty to do this, certainly no money raised by taxation 
is used for a better purpose, than educating the children 
who will soon take the places now occupied by us. 

To the members of the committee for their courtesy and 
support at all times and to friends for acts of kindness and 
words of encouragement during the past year, I tender my 
sincere thanks.

To the Citizens of Cumberland : — 

The condition of your schools the past year has been very 
favorable for the progress and proficiency of the pupils, 
attractive and comfortable rooms, faithful and competent 
teachers have done much, combined with long terms of school 
to advance the pupils in the different studies of their schools. 
The proficiency of pupils has been good in most cases, show- 
ing that the modes of instruction the past few years have 
proved a success. 

The proof of good work is the produce shown, and certain- 
ly the large number of pupils of the common schools who 
have successfully passed the examination for entrance to our 
own and other High Schools shows that the work in our 
common schools has been of a high order. 

Twenty-nine of our pupils have passed this examination 
the past year being more than thirteen per cent of the total 
attendance. 

While the work in some schools is in advance of others, I 
think there is a tendency to improve in all of them. The 
work in schools 2-3-7 and 9 has been very fine; that in 4-5 
and 8 while not as good as the others is I think an improve- 
ment over some years in the past. 

The chief hindrance to attendance has been the prevalence 
of whooping cough and measles in some schools added to the 
severe storms and cold weather of the present winter; aside 
from this the attendance has been above the average of past 
years. 

The repairs have been light with the exception of those 
at No 9 which has been furnished with new Chandler seats 
and desks and new teachers' furniture which adds very much 
to its comfort and appearance. 

TEXT BOOKS. 

While no changes have been made in text-books and only 
a few for supplementary work introduced, the account has 
been overdrawn the past few years. I am willing to acknowl- 
edge that I did not ask for enough, having in mind the needs 
of the common schools only at the time. 
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We should consider that our two High Schools require 
quite a large sum for books each year, and text-books for 
this grade of work are many of them expensive. I think the 
policy of using town books for tuition pupils at the Institute 
to be wrong, but if the town does furnish them for non resi- 
dent pupils as at present, I think that the Trustees should 
pay to the town at least (4) four dollars per year for each tu- 
ition pupil so furnished; as this custom causes a poor show- 
ing and a deficit of the committee's book account. 

ISLAND HIGH SCHOOL. 
This school has done very good work the past year, while 
the attendance during the spring and fall terms was not 
what it ought to have been, owing to some of the pupils leav- 
ing the school to engage in labor, yet, I think the past winter 
term has been the most profitable of any since the school was 
established. The work of this school from the first has I 
think been above the average of schools of its kind. The 
first class will be able to graduate at the close of one more 
term, at which time, they will have finished the course of study 
advised by the State Supt. of Schools. This will have been 
done in ten terms which I think is a very good showing. I 
trust that you will continue the school but I believe that the 
residents of the Island should warrant the committee an av- 
erage attendance of at least 18 pupils. 

GREELY INSTITUTE. 

This school has been fortunate in having the same popular 
and experienced teachers as during the previous year. I 
think that very good work has been accomplished. 

The school has not increased in attendance as it should. 
When we consider the advantages it offers and its annual 
cost of maintainance it would seem to a layman that other 
towns do not hold as high an opinion of the school as they 
should; the low rate of tuition asked should draw a large 
number of pupils from other towns which do not maintain 
Free High Schools. I think this school should be well ad- 
vertised if we are desirous of obtaining pypils from other 
towns. The discipline of the school is very fine and the pro- 
ficiency of the pupils very good. The custom of holding 
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only one session a day is one I do not favor as I believe the 
afternoon would be of more profit to the pupils if passed in 
study and recitation in the school room. We should remem- 
ber that nearly one third of the cost of maintaining this school 
is borne by the tax payers of the town many of whom receive 
no direct benefit from the school but are obliged to pay for 
their children'^ high school education from their own money 
and I do not think that a practical shortening of the school 
year by nearly six weeks, in this manner is the most eco- 
nomical plan for the interest of our property holders. 

In conclusion, I would again ask you to take more interest 
in your schools, visit them often, keep in touch with the 
children's work in school and see that they derive all the 
benefit possible from the studies they are pursuing. Always 
remember that statistics prove that a boy or girl starting 
in life with a high school education has the advantage over 
the boy or girl who does not have the education even though 
they may have a capital of $2,000. The present time de-, 
mands the highest education possible. 

To the members of the committee and many others, I ten- 
der my thanks for the many courtesies received. 

I would advise that the following amounts be raised for 
the coming year.

For text-books and supplies, 200 00

Scl^ool Beport 



to the School, committee and citizens of Cumberland:— 

In accordance with your custom the following report is re- 
spectfully submitted. 

At the present time there are eight teachers employed in 
your town (not including teachers of Greely Institute.) 

There have been some changes in our corps of teachers 
in the year just past. Some have resigned for the purpose 
of pursuing professional studies and some have been elected 
to positions paying a higher salary. 

TEXT BOOKS. 

Two years ago the committee voted to introduce the 
Wentworth Arithmetic. I have carried out this adoption as 
far as conditions would permit. 

Many of the books in the schools when I took charge had 
been in use a long time, hence it was found necessary to pur- 
chase new geographies, new grammars and a few new histo- 
ries. Strict economy has been practiced in the general 
school supplies. 

TEACHER'S MEETINGS. 

To keep a system of schools in a progressive condition and 
to keep them from settling into mere routine work requires 
professional study, and enthusiasm and a desire for self im- 
provement. 

Special efforts have been made this year to aid the teachers 
in the more general adoption of the more approved method 
of modern times and in the application of these methods with 
skill and efficiency. 

A teacher who fails to attend one of these meetings must 
have a good and sufficient excuse.

SCHOOLS. 

I have done what I could to lay plans and set up ideals of 
achievement that should be worthy of their best effort. 

Teachers have been loyal and eager to follow and profit by 
the suggestions made. 

ATTENDANCE. 

The attendance at No 8 has not been what it should be. 
Up to the present time we have been unable to get any per- 
son on Ghebeague to accept the office of truant officer. In 
all the other schools for the most part the attendance has 
been regular and punctual. 

SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 

Nearly all of the buildings are in first class condition with 
the exception of No. 5. 

It seems to your Superintendent that this building, being 
located as it is, should be either discarded, moved to a more 
central location, or a new building erected near the West 
Cumberland Pair Grounds. 

We are at present transporting about sixteen pupils from 
the district formerly known as No. 13, while the resident pu- 
pils of No. 5 are only four. Each building (on the main 
land ) was thoroughly cleaned and fumigated before the 
opening of the fall term, buildings at Chebeague were cleaned 
at the opening of the spring term. 

Pupil janitors have been employed where it was possible as 
I have found that teachers are unable to get to the building 
early enough to build the fire and get the room warm- enough 
at the beginning of the session. 

PROBLEMS. 

I found a marked difference in the efficiency of the various 
schools throughout the town, not only in the abilities of the 
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pupils but in the methods of instruction and equipment. I be- 
lieve the methods of instruction throughout the town should 
be uniform. To this end I directed my energies* 

Some schools seem to be lacking in confidence. By close 
supervision and proper teaching this evil has been overcome 
to a certain extent. 

By my system of reports from teachers to superintendent 
and by frequent visits to the schools our teachers are being 
impressed with the dignity and importance of their work. 

They are learning that the child is the most intricate, the 
most interesting and the most important problem in the 
world; and that it is possible for every school to do all that 
people of common sense expect of it provided the teachers 
know how to teach. 

OUR WORK. 

In reading we are choosing matter of value, either as in- 
formation or literature. Asa rule, in lower grades pupils 
learn to read, and in the higher grades they read,to learn. 
We are trying to secure good expression, good tones and 
• good enunciation. 

In arithmetic we are trying to omit the puzzles and to teach 
pupils to do problems occurring in every day life and to per- 
form operations correctly and quickly. Clear explanations 
and good figures are insisted on, and diagrams are much used. 

Spelling is taught by written and oral methods. Special 
attention is given to the spelling in every written lesson. 

In geography teachers have been instructed to omit un- 
important geographical features; to require original thinking 
as well as memorizing. 
In language and grammar the aim has been to secure correct 
expression and thought. Considerable attention has been 
given to analysis- Every lesson is made an exercise in the 
use of good english. 

Letter writing, business and social forms, declamations, 
etc., are all included in the language -.vork. 
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American History is taught by the topic method, using 
text book, outline maps, stories and by reading. 

We are teaching physiology to some extent and incidental- 
ly hygiene. 

The wise law of the State requiring that at least ten min- 
utes of each week be devoted to. instruction in regard to the 
effects of alchoholic drinks, stimulants and narcotics, is ob- 
served. A few minutes of each week is given to special 
exercises, consisting of reciting in concert, quotations, drills 
in mental arithmetic, physical culture, lccal geography and 
local history. 

At the close of the spring term all schools met at the 
Institute where a picnic dinner was served and a literary 
program was carried out. 

No. 2 has purchased quite a few books thus laying the 
foundation of a library, and also purchased a very handsome 
clock. These purchases were made from the proceeds of an 
exhibition given by the pupils at the close of the fall term 

No. 3 purchased a large dictionary and stand, also several 
beautiful pictures. No. 9 and No. 8 have added pictures to 
their reception rooms. 

Bach school has received from six to twelve visits per term. 

Under the old method of visiting the schools during the 
first and last weeks it offers no opportunity of suggestion by 
the Superintendent or seeing that the suggestions are carried 
out. 

The supervision of schools is as much a profession as law, 
medicine or the ministry. 

CHEBEAGUE HIGH SCHOOL. 

At the close of the spring term seven pupils were graduat- 
ed. 

The work of this school has been very satisfactory although 
it has been impossible to retain the same teacher more than 
one term. 
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During the fall and winter terms the attendance has been 
regular and punctual.

Report of Principal of 
Greely Institute. 

To the Superintendent of Schools. 

I have the honor to hereby submit my first annual report 
of Greely Institute. 

When I came to this school last August I found it in excel- 
lent condition; especially regarding deportment. It showed 
evidences of high moral training and reflected great credit 
upon those who had previously controlled the action of the 
pupils. 

The scholarship of the advanced classes of the school was 
excellent; and I was pleased to note that quality rather than 
quantity of work had been the aim of my predecessor. 

During the past year much care has been given to bringing 
the pupils into closer conformity to the prescribed courses 
of the school and now, with a few exceptions, the matter has 
been quite satisfactorily adjusted. 

Special attention has been given to the work of the Scien- 
tific Department, the aim being to stimulate a greater degree 
of interest in those studies pertaining to nature. With this 
end in view, the amount of laboratory work has been increas- 
ed and much care has been given to the correlation of ex- 
periments, so that the result might be a well built structure 
rather than a number of isolated pieces of material. We 
have now three boys taking advanced work in physics, the 
way for such work having been opened last year when a well 
selected amount of apparatus was added to the laboratory. 

My associate teachers have worked efficiently and faith- 
fully and the success of the year's work is due very largely 
to their untiring efforts. 

The school is as large now as it has been for a number of 
years, forty-six having been registered during the year, elev- 
en of whom are tuition pupils. 
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The most crying need of the Institute is, more time; and I 
hope that another year may be added making a five year's 
course; for, the pupils coming, as they do, from ungraded 
schools, are graduated quite young, which fact makes it dffi- 
cult, if not quite impossible, for them to receive the full 
benefits that a high school ought to give. 
A five years course should be adopted; the reputation of the 
school calls for it, the times demand it. 

In closing this report, I wish to express my sincere appre- 
ciation for the help and encouragement I have received from 
the Superintendent, Trustees, my associate teachers and the 
patrons of the school.
